— Central Oklahoma was recovering 
today from a wind storm that swept

and destruction th at entailed a loss 
of several hundred thousand dollars. 
Shawnee, county seat of Pottaw a­ 
tom ie County, 46 miles southwest of 
here, bore the brunt of the disturb­ 
ance. 
All reported deaths 
occurred 
th ere and the bulk of the property 
loss was caused by a tornado that 
Tipped a path through a leading resi­ 
dential district of the city. 
O ther parts of the state suffered 
from severe wind storms. 
Cities that reported property dam­ 
aged -were Enid, Guthrie, Freberick, 
Koble, Hillis and Holdenville. 
The loss at Guthrie was estimated 
a t $100,000.
